IRUN, Spain, Aug. 11.—Spanish 


rebel troops today occupied Tolosa 
on the road to the Bay of Biscay 
resort of San Sebastian, ostensibly 
in a final desperate drive to wipe 
out Loyalist control of extreme 
northern Spain. 

Headquarters of government 
Lefist troops here admitted Tolosa 
had been taken by Fascists. The 
government, however, insisted the 
city voluntarily had been evacu- 
ated by Loyalists in an effort to 
draw the rebels into a trap. Loyal- 
ists, it was said, had taken up 
better positions north of the city 


and would endeavor to encircle the 
Fascists in the town. 

Advices from Hendaye, France, 
told of an artillery duel which be- 
ban early today along the entire 
Leftist-Rebel front bordering on 
Ban Sebastian and Irun. 

Tolosa is a few miles south of 
San Sebastian and 31 miles north- 
west of rebel-held Pamplona, troop 
concentration point. Tolosa has 
several) manufacturing plants, turn- 
ing out woolen cloth, paper and 
iron.

effort to sweep northward on Ma- 
drid. |

stronghold issued orders today to 
employers in all the territory con- 
trolled by the Burgos § insurgent 
junta to end the “class struggle” by 
adopting more lenient measures re- 
garding workers. 

The orders prohibited wage cuts 
and directed employers to hire all 
workers they possibly could use. 

Anyone disobeying these instruc- 
tions is “a poor patriot,” said the 
orders, and will be severely pun- 
ished.

3 POSSEMEN HUNTING 
NEGRO SHOT INAMBUSH 


Fired on as They Approach 
House Seeking Man Accused 
of Trying to Kidnap Baby 


By the Associated Press. 

ANNISTON, Ala., Aug. 11.—Offi- 
cials acted today to ease racial ten- 
sion created by the shooting of 
three possemen while they were 
seeking a Negro suspected of at- 
tempting to kidnap a white baby. 

Thirty State highway patrolmen 
joined Anniston police in a search 
for the Negro. Chief Deputy Sher- 
iff N. L. Summers éxpressed fear 
of mob action if a citizens’ posse 


should find the man first. 

Judge R. B, Carr, presiding over 
the judicial circuit which includes 
Anniston, said “a threat of mob ac- 
tion” was present in the armed men 
“walking along the roads.” 

“If we don’t disarm these men, 
we are afraid there will be further 
bloodshed,” Judge Carr said. 


Two Seriously Wounded. 

Pat Hicks and Forney Martin, 
two of the men wounded last night, 
were in serious condition. They 
were shot near a house in a Negro 
section occupied by Art Bush and 
his family. Albert Hicks was shot 
in the knee. 

Clarence Hughes, member of the 
posse said: “When we reached Art 
Bush's house, I yelled out, ‘Oh, Art,’ 
and he didn’t answer. I called again 
(and he replied then, ‘What do you 
'want?’ Just then Martin turned 
his flashlight in the direction of the 
house and a shot was fired. 

“Pat and I ran back a piece and 
when I looked around I saw For- 
ney stagger and fall. Pat started 
back and a shot struck him. We 
all had shotguns, but I don’t know 
whether any of us fired. It seemed 
that shots came from both sides.” 

Wife Tells of Shooting. 

Mary Bush, wife of Art Bush, 
said one group of men had searched 
the house before the shooting. 

“Art went into the back yard and 
took his shotgun and pistol with 
him,” she said. “The next thing I 
knew, several shots were fired 
through the front of the house, 
barely missing me and three of our 
children in bed.” She said she had 
not seen her husband since he

FIRES CHECKED 
73.0 MEN ON 
INES IN FORESTS 


Biggest Blazes Under Con- 
trol in Minnesota—Some 
Timber Still Aflame in 


~ Wisconsin.

DULUTH, Minn., Aug. 11. — An 
army of 23,000 fire fighters held 
most of the north woods fires in 
check today. 


Optimistic reports came from 
Wisconsin, but several conflagra- 
tions continued to cousume timber 
and brush in that state. 

Fears that the fires would ravage 
a wider‘area of Minnesota's wood 
lands and destroy small communi- 
ties were somewhat allayed. 

“We had good luck Monday and 
headed most of our lines,” an- 
nounced Grover Conzet, State For- 
ester of Minnesota. R. U. Harmon, 
Supervisor of the Superior National 
Forest, said that unless there were 
new outbreaks “the danger is past.” 

Control of the blazes on the in- 
ternational boundary between Gun- 
flint and Rose Lakes and in the 
vicinity of Hibbing, Minn., on the 
Iron Range was announced. 

Backfires Check Blaze. 

A blaze in the Chequamegon Na- 
tional Forest in Northern Wiscon- 
sin was checked by back fires after 
laying waste an estimated 35,000 
acres. A crest fire swept rapidly 
through dense timber near Douglas, 
Wis., however. 

Reports indicated. a lessening of 
danger at Brule, Cornucopia, Iron 
River and in Pattison State Park, 
35 miles north of Superior, but 400 
men sought to halt a fire which 
burned over 5000 acres near Ben- 
nett, Wis. 

More than 700 men from nine 
Southern Minnesota soil erosion 
camps were ordered to the Superior 
Forest to strengthen the lines. Four 
hundred and sixty CCC youths were 
sent on a special train headed to 
Houghton, Mich., where they will 
embark for Isle Royale in Lake 
Superior to combat conflagrations 
raging for several days. 

$150,000 Fund for Emergency. 

The Minnesota executive council 
was called into session to vote 
$150,000 in emergency funds for the 
purchase of fire equipment, the re- 
cruiting of additional helpers and 
relief of families whose homes 
were lost.

last October, when the baby hoax 
was at its height, in which she was 
cast in the important role of “the 
nurse” who took the Price and 
Ware babies to the Muench home. 
Her story was not verified and the 
Post-Dispatch did not buy it. 

Mrs. Thomasson told Lacy the 
story was concocted by Jones, that 
she offered it for sale at his direc- 
tion but raised the price from $2500 
to $4000 as “the easy way out.” Sub- 
sequently Mrs. Thomasson sold to 
‘the St. Louis Star-Times a story 
she was not “the nurse” and testi- 
fied to that version. 

The witness said she received a 
down payment of $800 from’ the 
Star-Times and has been receiving 
$150 a month, plus $40 a month for 
board of her children. Out of the 
$300, a balance of $350 due on her 
automobile was paid, and some 
other personal debts were paid. 
Lacy had her go into great detail 
about her negotiations with the 
Star-Times. She declared the story 
she sold to the newspaper was the 
same, in substance, as she told here 
in her direct testimony. 

Mrs. Thomasson said she signed 
a new contract with the Star-Times 
last June, calling for a lump sum 
of $900 for medical attention to her 
daughter, $150 a month for herself 
and $40 a month for support of her 
two children. 

Questioned About Keating. 

Lacy reverted to Mrs, Thomas- 
son's testimony that she had gone 
with Mrs. Berroyer to Kansas City 
last November, when she said the 
defendants were seeking a new 
baby to represent as the child of 
Anna Ware.

PWA projects because of 
shortage of suitable relief work- 
men, the President emphasized that 
the Government would reimburse 
municipalities for every dollar they 
spent on wages taking people off 
relief rolls. To date, the Federal 
Government has donated 45 per 
cent of the cost of projects. 

Explaining that with the excep- 
tion of certain projects which the 
Federal Government felt morally 
bound to finance, substantiallly all 
Federal money would go for relief 
labor, the President suggested that 
communities might import work- 
men on relief rolls from neighbor- 
| ng cities.

IN IOWA ASYLUM FIRE 


Led Out at Mount Pleasant 
While Spectators Lock Arms 
to Form Cordon. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOUNT PLEASANT, Ia. Aug. 
1l.—-More than 1600 patients were 
led to safety early today, when fire 
destroyed the State Hospital for the 
Insane here. A search was under 
way today for 15 patients, believed 
to have escaped. 

Many of the 5000 spectators as- 


isted in controlling the inmates 
as they were hurried out of the 
structure. Townspeople locked 
arms to form a cordon. Down this 
lane formed by the crowd the at- 
tendants conducted their charges— 
a number of them screaming and 
wailing. 

Several patients, unable to walk, 
were carried from the building. 
Some employes, trapped in their 
apartments on the upper floors and 
clad only in night clothing, were 
carried to the ground on ladders. 

Ladders were used in the rescue 
of members of the New London 
Fire Company — one of the six 
rushed to the seene from nearby 
towns. They narrowly escaped 
death or injury when a floor of 
one of the wings collapsed. 

The firemen devoted their efforts 
to preventing the flames spreading 
from the main structure. Damage 
was estimated at nearly $200,000. 

The fire started in a wing con- 
taining the kitchen, dining halls 
and employes’ rooms late last night. 
It spread rapidly and at 12:40 a. 
m. the six-story tower surmounting 
the main structure collapsed. 

Dr. Leonard R. Ristine, superin- 
tendent. directed the evacuation. 
Many inmates spent the night hud- 
dled together on the grounds, while 
others were housed in smaller build- 
ings. 

Special trains and busses were 
hired to take them to other insti- 
tutions at Clarinda, Independence, 
Woodward and Cherokee.

election commissioners. At no time 
since their appointment by you do 
they seem to have had a proper 
conception of the power and au- 
thority conferred upon them by the 
laws of Missouri. 

“Our election laws place the four 
commissioners as fully in charge of 
registration and elections as a 
business man is in charge of his 
own business. We doubt if there is 
any other state in the Union with 
stronger election laws than those 
of Missouri; in a few instances our 
laws need revamping, strengthening 
and clarifying. But ample power 
and authority is there for any 
Board of Election Commissioners 
who will take it and act upon it. 
They are not bound by the sworn 
statements of their appointees and 
employes, but may ascertain for 
themselves whether the sworn 
statements are true. No law will 
enforce itself; the laws were made 
by, and must be enforced by men. 

“We assert that at least 90 per 
cent of the citizens and voters of 
St. Louis desire clean registration 
and elections, and we are now 
speaking for that 90 per cent. We 
feel confident of their support in 
what we have done and are doing. 

“This committee has learned that 
the present registration and elec- 
tion frauds had their inception at 
least four years ago under a for- 
mer Board of Election Commission- 
ers, whose attention was called to 
the fact that there was fraud in our 
registrations and elections, and who 
failed to act; that an investigation 
was made in 1934, and in the fall of 
that year newspapers of the city 
carried news items of alleged fraud; 
that enough information was then 
placed before the present Election 
Commissioners to put reasonable 
and prudent men upon inquiry, and 
to cause them to make a thorough 
investigation; that in October, 1935 
—10 months ago—the city newspa- 
pers again published stores of fraud, 
and again sufficient information of 
fraud to put reasonable and pru- 
dent men upon inquiry and to cause 
them to investigate was placed be- 
fore the present Election Commis- 
sioners, who simply laughed at or 
ignored it.” 

The petitioners then set forth 
their demands as follows: 

“What this committee requests, 
nay, demands, of you, Gov. Park, is 
that you appoint the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, or some other impartial man, 
to make a thorough investigation of 
our charges against the present 
Election Commissioners; that hear- 
ings be held at which the commis- 
sioners may be present and defend 
themselves, if they so desire; that 
this committee be afforded an op- 
portunity to present such evidence 
of the charges as would be received 
in a trial in a court of justice. We 
are confident that the result will be 
the removal of all four commis- 
sioners. As Governor of this State, 
primarily responsible for the prop- 
er enforcement of our election laws, 
and for the conduct of these four 
commissioners, it is your duty to 
act, and to act promptly.” 

They also remind the Governor 
“that the Election Commissioners 
must 60 days before the presiden- 
tial election appoint 4014 or more 
precinct judges and clerks for the 
next four-year registration, and that 
the new Commissioners appointed 
by you will need a little time to 
acquaint themselves with the elec- 
tion law and their duties under it.” 

“We need as Election Commis- 
sioners,” the letter says, “four vot- 
ers of St. Louis, otherwise qualified, 
who will acquaint themselves with 
the law and their duties under it, 
who have the courage of their con- 
victions and will fearlessly perform 
their duty, who can kindly—unkind- 
ly, if necessary—look those who im- 
portune them to act wrongly or un- 
wisely in the face and tell them 
that what they ask cannot be done. 

“Governor, the next move is yours, 
We confidently believe you will 
make it promptly and that it will 
be in line with what we all know to 
be your duty, and in keeping with 
your oath ‘of office.”

Farm Agent Estimates Damage 
to Crops and Produce

nated by the Federal Government 


'as one of the 103 counties of Mis- 


souri in the official drouth area, 
subject to assistance from the 
Rural Resettlement, Agricultural 
Adjustment and Works Progress 
administrations. 

Russell H. Lander, county farm 
agent at Clayton, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today his 
survey of the county had resulted 
in an estimate that destruction by 
the heat and dry weather of the 
greater part of the corn, truck 
garden and potato crops caused a 
loss exceeding $1,600,000. 

The worst damage, he said, was 
on produce farms, where he be- 
lieved the loss was $800,000 to $1,- 
000,000. Some of the growers, he 
continued, had seen their gardens 
completely destroyed, while others 
saved produce to some extent by 
sprinkling. City housewives have 
noticed the dearth of homegrown 
vegetables and fruits. St. Louis 
County has been the principal 
produce raising county of Missouri. 

Heat Rots Potatoes in Ground. 

Heat rotted potatoes in ‘the 
ground before they could be dug, 
Lander declared, placing this loss 
at $200,000. 

While a normal corn crop for 
| 18,000 to 20,000 acres planted to 
corn in the county was 32 bushels 
to the acre, the farm agent went 
on, farmers would be lucky this 
year if they harvested one-quarter 
of that volume. His estimate of 
the corn loss was $640,000. 

Pastures have been almost en- 
tirely burned out, he related. This 
forced farmers to dip into their 
winter feed reserves to keep their 
livestock. 

Some portions of the county, not- 
ably the northern end, had excep- 
tionally fine wheat and oats crops, 
which were harvested before the 
drouth became so intense, but this 
was offset by poorer crops _ else- 
where, especially in the southern 
hills, Lander said. 

Acute Water Shortage. 

Shortage of water is more acute 
than in the record drouth of 1934, 
the farm agent pointed out, saying 
that between 1300 and 1400 farm- 
ers in all sections of the county 
were hauling water for stock and 
even household uses. Most of it 
has been obtained from taps of the 
St. Louis County Water Co. The 
lack of water, he added, was worst 
west of Ballas road and in the 
southern end of the county. 

Fields of the county now are as 
brown and barren looking as were 
those of Central Missouri a month 
ago. 

Henry Smith, Rural Resettle 
ment supervisor for the county, 
told the reporter that probably 400 
to 500 farmers would require some 
form of assistance from his admin- 
istration. His organization can 
make direct grants of money on 
‘the basis of needs for food and 
'clothing and can make loans, at 5 
‘per cent, for emergency purchase 
'of livestock feed and for seed for 
‘autumn pasture and forage crops. 
Applications must be made to the 
‘Rural Reséttlement office at the 
County Farm Bureau, Clayton; the 
County Relief Committee, Clayton, 
or the County Court. 

WPA Jobs May Be Offered. 

The WPA will consider employ- 
ment for farmers as a means of 
assistance. 

Reduced freight rates for feed to 
the official drouth area were part 
of the AAA program, but it was an- 
nounced at Washington Friday that 
the railroads had been rehictant to 
put them into effect in the absence 
of assurance that they would not 
be prosecuted for discrimination 
and that feed handlers would pass 
the benefit of reductions on _ to 
farmers.

Genevieve, Perry and two 
Northwestern Missouri counties as 
part of the drouth area was an- 
nounced by the Government yester- 
day. This brought the number of 
|Missouri counties in the area to 
'103, omitting only 11. 
| Those not in the area include 
eight in the low, fertile land of 
Southeastern Missouri, where the 
drouth has had comparatively lit- 
tle effect. These are Cape Girar- 
deau, Scott, Mississippi, New Ma- 
drid, Pemiscot, Stoddard, Butler and 
Dunklin counties. The other three 
counties are Atchison and Holt, at 


the State, and Buchanan (St. Jo- 
seph).

Restaurants of all degrees 


abound from the automat to the 
ritzy night clubs. Nearly always 
you get what you pay for and 
then some, especially in the popu- 
lar restaurants frequented by the 
middle class. 

The automats have an unusual 
feature not seen in America. 
Drop in your coin, turn a spigot 
and out comes a glass of wine!

You have to be sausage-minded 
to appreciate German eating to 
the full. A large part of the 
menu in many restaurants is de- 
voted to “wurst.” Many estab- 
lishments serve no other form of 


meat. 
However, steaks, fowl, pork, 
veal—everything we have in 


America and some things we have 
not are on the better class menus, 
even deer meat being occasionally 
offered. 

And the noodles! Our American 


noodles are primitive; and our 
pastry pre-historic by comparison. 
Only the coffee seems to lag be- 
hind the American standard.

What’s the Hurry? 


N Germany nobody ever hurries 

through the ritual of dining. 
If it’s merely a piece of cake and 
coffee or a pretzel and beer, time 
and a lot of conversation are de- 
voted to the occasion. 

And beer—Americans' think 
their five per cent is preity good; 
but the Berliner variety runs eight 
per cent and no fooling. Watch 
your step after the second stein 
or the polizei may watch it for 
you. 


Are They Different! 


N fact, the Berlin brand has 

betrayed even such tried stein- 
lifters as fellow Germans from 
other sections. A waiter told this 
writer: 

“In Bavaria the beer is not 80 
strong. They drink a lot of it. 
They try to do the same when 
they come here—and they act 
foolish. Our bier ist sehr stark.”

They Are Different! 


HE kellner himself is an in- 

stitution entirely different to 
our rush-around waiters, who 
snatch plates out from under your 
hand before you are finished and 
hurry on the finger-bowl in or- 
der to make room for another 
customer—that is, to say, another 


tip. 
Waiters in Germany never 
annoy you. If you order a dime’s 


worth of food, you are welcome 
to remain for the day. The side- 
walk restaurants. are crowded 
with customers who buy nothing 
more than coffee or “schockolate” 
but who occupy a table indefi- 
nitely. The waiters even supply 
you with a newspaper, as if to 
rolong your stay. 

Perhaps one reason for this is 
that the tipping system has been 
reduced to a science and made 
equal for all customers and wait- 
ers alike. Ten per cent is added 
to your bill—for the waiter. You 
would create a mild surprise if 
you offered them an additional 
tip, except for unusual service. 

In Germany your eating cost 
sums up like this: 

For one mark you can fill up. 

For two marks, you can enjoy 
a complete and thoroughly satis- 
factory meal. 

For four marks and up you can 
have a banquet. 

For a five-course dinner, in- 
cluding a special steak and beer 


and wine for two persons, the 
cost, tip charged in, was 10 
mark 20 © pfennigs. In regis- 


tered marks this figures approxi- 
mately $2.50. ? 

Equivalent service in the Unit- 
ed States would cost not less than 
$5.00.

Then, Joe met probably the only 
fighter in the world who wasn’t 
ofraid of him—Schmeling. The 
durable Teuton, perfectly condi- 
tioned, smashed him into defeat. 
Louis took a rest, signed to meet 
33-year-old Jack Sharkey, and came 
back to Pompton Lake, N. J., to 
train. 


Only Rare Flashes of Spirit. 

But it’s a different, puzzling Louis 
who is back in training again. His 
once immobile facial features are 
coursed with expressions of pain, 
seriousness and question marks as 
his sparring partners, afraid no 
longer, rip into him. His human 
punching bags throw nothing at 
him but those same right crosses 
that Schmeling landed and Joe 
takes them, backs up under the 
fire, and only occasionally shows 
flashes of his former fighting 
majesty. 

His showing has boxing experts 
in a quandary. Some of them, who 
laughed outright when Sharkey was 
signed to meet the Brown Bomber 
a week from tomorrow, now are 
mystified. They can't see how old 
man Sharkey can win, but they 
can't seem to figure out, either, how

He was then to have been matched 
with Mickey Walker, but, because 
George broke a finger in his bout 
with Maier, the match was called 
off and later it was made again 
and once more physical troubles in- 
terfered. His title was taken away 
from him. 

So Nichols retired to his tavern 
in Sandusky and decided to forget 
boxing. But his friends importuned 
him to don the gloves again and, 
heeding their call, he decided to 
try it. Since then he has had 15 
bouts and won all but two of them. 
One of those he failed to win was 
with John Henry Lewis. Now he 
hopes to make up for the lack by 


winning from the champion 
Wednesday. 
George, a southpaw,’ traded 


punches with many of the best 
light heavyweights in the game, 
and his face shows it, being covered 
with scars. 

“But you” aow I can’t understand 
where they all came from,” he 
laughed. “I don’t remember ever 
having been cut with a punch; they 
all came from butts with the head 
of my opponents.

He has been fighting regu- 
larly since he won the champion- 
ship from Bob Olin here last Oct. 
31 and does not need much box- 
ing. 

The gland in his neck which was 
swollen when he arrived here has 
subsided ard he says he feels fine. 

Lewis has not done so well as 
might be imagined with his cham- 
pionship and asserts that he has not 
more than $7000 or $8000 net to 
show for his crown. 

The best purse he has received 
in defense of his title was for de- 
feating Jock McAvoy in Madison 
Square Garden last spring, for 
which he was paid nearly $14,000, 
and then recently he made about 
$7000 for his match with Al Gainer 
in Pittsburgh. 

Otherwise his earnings for his 
bouts, totaling 27, have not been 
great, grossing not more than $50,- 
000. Out of this, of course, come 
traveling and other expenses, and 
his manager receives one-third. 

However, John Henry is not 
kicking because he says whatever 
he has made, he has saved. 

Lew Raymond, promoter of the 
contest, declared that the advance 
sale of tickets has led him to be- 
lieve that a crowd of nearly 9000 
would attend, or about the same 
number who have turned out for 
his matches regularly here through 
the past winter and summer.

The railroad deck of the Munici- 
pal Bridge should be ready for full 
use by next spring, when construc- 
tion of additional approaches, laying 
of tracks, rails and other work is 
expected.to be completed, A. R.

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Labor League Pledges Support 


To Roosevelt; Denounces Landon 


As “Strikebreaker,” “Pettifogger”’ 


Votes to Carry Campaign Against Kansan 
Into Every State—President Promises to 
Find Legal Way for New Deal.

WASHINGTON, Aug. . 11.—Dele- 
gates to the first national meet- 


ing of lLabor’s Non - Partisan 
League, held here yesterday, pledg- 
ed themselves to a campaign in 
every state to give President 
Roosevelt solidified labor support 
against Gov. Landon, who was as- 
sailed as a “strikebreaker” and a 
“pettifogging Governor” taking his 
orders from Wall Street. 

The President, in a letter read 
at the meeting, promised to find 
“a way to progress through: law” 
that would preserve the program of 
the New Deal, despite reversals at 
the hands of the Supreme Court. 

Officers and leaders from every 
state federation of labor responded 
to the call of Maj. George L. Berry, 
president of the league. The pur- 
pose of the meeting was to form a 
permanent organization with the 
immediate objective of re-electing 
Roosevelt and the long range plan 
of making a place for organized 
labor in national politics. 

MoOve Toward Labor Party. 

Rousing speeches by John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers; Sidney Hillman, presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, David Dubinsky, presi- 
dent of the Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers, and other leaders were cheered 
by the assembled delegates. 

. Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted, making the league a per- 
manent organization, giving un- 
qualified indorsement to Roosevelt 
and authorizing Berry to raise 
whatever funds are required to 
wage an aggressive fight against 
Landon in the election campaign. 

The one-day meeting came closer 
to forming an American labor 
party than anything ever previous- 
ly done in the United States. Dem- 
ocrats, Socialists and Republicans 
renounced party affiliations to join 
in the movement for “progress and 
liberalism.” 

President Roosevelt's letter, stat- 
ing that he was “sincerely proud” 
to have the indorsement of organ- 
ized labor because of his realiza- 
tion that it resulted from the efforts 
of the administration to “promote 
the ideal of justice for the masses 
of America’s wage earners,” was 
thunderously received by the dele- 
gates. 

“We all know that our country 
has been going through profound 
changes and that these changes 
have necessitated special reconsid- 
eration of the problems of the wage 
earners and the farmers,” the Presi- 
dent said. “Automatic machinery, 
the device of corporate ownership 
and management, the monumental 
accumulations of capital—these are 
some of the factors that have made 
it necessary for our country and 
its Government to look at men and 
measures from a new point of view, 
seeking new means for the restora- 
tion of equality of opportunity. 


Refers to Supreme Court. 

“During the past three years we 
have endeavored to correct through 
legislation certain of the evils in 
our economic system. We have 
sought to put a stop to certain eco- 
nomic practices which did not pro- 
mote the general welfare. Some of 
the laws which were enacted were 
declared invalid by the Supreme 
Court. 

“Tt is a notable fact that it was 
not the wage earners who cheered 
when those laws were declared in- 
valid. I greet you in the faith that 
future history will show, as past 
history has so repeatedly and so 
effectively shown, that a return to 
reactionary practices is ever short 
lived. 

“Having tasted the benefits of 
liberation, men and women do not 
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for long forego those benefits. I 
have implicit faith that we shall 
find our way to progress through 
law. Your support is a priceless 
contribution toward continued faith 
in that outcome. 

“What is of vast importance at 
this critical time is the fact that 
we have a common heritage of 
principle and that we are bound, 
with millions of our fellow Amer- 
icans, in a common determination 


‘ever a return to that despotism 


through his second term, marching 
with him until 1940, and then march 
on with liberal and progressive pol- 
icies.” 

By 1940, Gerry predicted, there 
will be “a new political alignment,” 
brought about py the disintegration 
of the present political parties. 

“When that time comes, and I ac- 
cept its coming as inevitable,” Berry 
said, “labor will play its part in the 
realignment. We will not accept 
the crumbs from the table But join 
in the feast at the table, taking an 
active part in the creation of a 
liberal party in the United States.” 


Hillman on Labor’s Choice. 


In the present campaign, Hillman 
said, labor knows to which major 
party it must turn for its salvation. 

“Only the Democratic platform 
states unequivocally that limitation 
of hours and wages must be the 
concern of the Federal Govern- 
ment,” he asserted. “Only the Dem- 
ocratic candidate has frankly fa- 
vored legislation to outlaw the 
sweatshop and to establish mini- 
mum hours and wages.” 

Hillman ridiculed Republican 
charges. that legislation of this type 
was “regimentation.” 

“At Cleveland,” he said, “they held 
what was called the Republican 
convention, but it was organized by 
those interests which will control 
the Federal Government if the Re- 
publicans get into power—the Na- 
tional Manufacturers’ Association, 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
misnamed Liberty League. 

‘They call anything preventing 
sweatshops ‘regimentation,’ and Mr. 
Landon opposes any effective pro- 
gram, any national legislation and 
suggests state action. He knows 
and the Republicans know that 
there can never be any effective or 
intelligent solution of the problem 
of unemployment through state. ac- 
tion, 

“There will probably be a realign- 
ment of political parties after this 
election,” Hillman continued, “and 
there should be. The quicker the 
du Pont allies walk out of the Dem- 
ocratic party and come out openly 
for the Mr. Landons, the better 
we'll like it.” 

Hillman promised that the Amal- 
gamatec would “give everything in 
us” to make sure the 1936 election 
means “a mandate for liberalism 
and progressivism, even more s0 
than in 1932.” 


“Puppet,” Lewis Says. 


Lewis declared it “unthinkable” 
that the working masses‘of the 
nation would vote for Landon, 
whom he characterized as the “po- 
litical puppet of William Randolph 
Hearst, the du Ponts, the United 
States Steel Corporation, the Lib- 
erty League and the bankers of 
New York and Chicago.” 

“Should he be elected President 
of the United States labor could 
expect no more consideration from 
him than his masters would permit 
him to give,” Lewis said. “God 
help America if workers have to 
depend upon that little man from 
Topeka, who has no more concep- 
tion of what ails this country than 
a sheep herder in the hills of Bul- 
garia.” 

Taking up Landon’s record in 
Kansas and the explanation of it as 
set forth in his acceptance speech 
and subsequent statements, Lewis 
said the Republican candidate con-. 
ceded the right of labor to organize 
and even to hire an organizer but 
only as an “academic principle.” 

“When labor tries to exercise that 
right in Kansas, the National Guard 
follows the organizer,” Lewis de- 
clared. “It is reasonable to believe 
that if Landon is elected President, 
the United States army will follow 
the organizer. 

“Labor is opposed to the election 
of this man merely on the ground 
that he will loyally serve the preda- 
tory interests of his masters, the 
same interests which brought the 
country to its knees prior to 1932. 
Labor wants an increasing voice in 
the management of this country 
and it wants none of Landon.” 

Lewis predicted that New York 
and Pennsylvania would be carried 
for President Roosevelt through the 
efforts of Labor's Non-Partisan 
League and that “this greatest hu- 
manitarian who ever occupied the 
office of Chief Executive” would 
be re-elected. After 1936, he added,

CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—A legislative

KING EDWARD CRUISES 
AMONG DALMATIAN ISLANDS 


Royal 


Only the Skipper Knows 
Orders and They May 
Be Changed. 

SIBENIK, Yugoslavia, Aug. 11.— 
King Edward of England continued 
his cruise today. The only person 
who knew the royal orders was 
the captain of the luxurious yacht 
Nahlin aboard which the King and 
his guests steamed along the Dal- 
matian coast yesterday. However, 
the general impression was that 
orders do not mean a great deal 
and the King changes them from 
day to day as his fancy pleases. 

The yacht was anchored last 
night in the harbor of Tajer, fish- 
ing port on Dugi, the “Long Island” 
of Dalmatia. The day had been 
spent cruising among the islands. 
Cities along the coast were 
thronged with tourists hoping to 
get a glimpse of the King. 

While the Nahlin lay at Tajer, 
Yugoslavian civil and military of- 
ficials established guards to allow 
privacy for the monarch. Two sea- 
planes forced private airships’ to 
stay away in an effort to prevent 
pictures from being taken from the 
air.

HITLER SENDS VON RIBBENTROP 
TO ENGLAND AS AMBASSADOR 


Former Champagne Salesman Will 
Succeed Late Dr. Leopold 
Van Hoesch. 


BERLIN, Aug. 11.— Joachim Von | 


Ribbentrop, Chancellor Adolf Hit- 
ler’s personal emissary on many im- 
portant diplomatic missions, today 
was appointed German Ambassador 
to London. 

Von Ribbentrop is a former cham- 
pagne salesman. Only last April 
his appointment to a high rank in 
the “S. S.,” or black-shirted Nazi 
guard troops by Chancellor Hitler 
was looked on as a new indication 
of the Nazi leader’s faith in him. 

The rank of Ambassador-at-large 
with special duties subsequently was 
given to Von Ribbentrop and as 
such he has had much to do during 
negotiations for cementing of rela- 
tions between the Reich and Great 
Britain. He endeavored unsuccess- 
re- 
sponse from French war veterans 
when he assured them of German 
war veterans’ friendship. Von Rib- 
bentrop before the World War was 
popular in society in Ottawa, Can. 

For two years he has been Hit- 
ler’s personal diplomat. Ostensibly 
without official rank as an ambas- 
sador, he has traveled throughout 
Europe talking informally with the 
statesmen of various countries on 
problems affecting the welfare of 
the Reich. He succeeds the late 
Dr. Leopold Von Hoesch at London.

FAVORS ENROLLMENT 
ON ONE-UNION PLAN 


Conferee Says Colleagues 
Do Not Plan Court Ac- 
tion to Prevent Suspen- 
sion.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Defy- 
ing an ultimatum from the Execu- 
tive Council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, John L. Lewis’ 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion went ahead today with plans 
to organize steel workers and other 
mass production employes into huge 
industrial unions. 

At an unannounced meeting last 
night, the committee decided to ig- 
nore the recent demand of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. The council had 
found 10 unions affiliated with the 
committee guilty of “fomenting in- 
surrection” within the Federation 
and ordered them suspended from 
the Federation Sept. 5 unless they 
withdrew from the committee. 

Soon after that decision, Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers, announced informally that he 
and associates would “carry on.” 
This decision was affirmed by the 
committee last night. 

In effect, the committee served | 
notice that it would not disband, 
despite the demands of the Federa- 
tion. It emphasized anew the split 
between the Lewis faction, which 
believes that workers in each mass 
production industry should be or- 
ganized into one large union, and 
the craft unionists dominating the 
Federation’s Executive Council. The 
latter believe that many workers, 
notably the highly’ skilled ones, 
should be organized into various 
unions. 

Asked whether any of the 10 re- 
bellious unions contemplated going 
to court in an effort to stop sus- 
pension, one of the conferees said 
no such action was considered. 

Among the unions facing suspen- 
sion are the “Jnited Mine Workers, 
Ladies’ Garment Workers, Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers, and the |

Demonstration of His Invention 
Made Before Scientists 
at Copenhagen. 


By the Associated Press. 

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 11.-— Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh today dem- 
onstrated his invention of a me- 
chanical heart to a large audience 
of fellow scientists. 

America’s noted flyer, who turned 
to the laboratory in co-operation 
with Dr. Alexis Carrel to invent 
an artificial heart, appeared on a 
platform before the International 
Congress of Experimental Cytology 
to explain the apparatus. 

A hint of scientific opinion of the 
apparatus came, however, from 
Dr. August Krogh, Danish winner 
of the Nobel prize for research. 

“It looks intricate,” he said, “but 
it is ingenious and simple.” 

Only 10 scientists at a time were 
admitted to a small room where 
the apparatus was working with a 
piece of thyroid gland. 

Lindbergh and his associate were 
late getting started. It developed 
that they had had trouble in find- 
ing a cat to supply the _ thyroid 
gland. The gland is necessary to 
the operation of the contrivance. 

The Colonel and Dr. Carrel to- 
gether explained the details of the 
heart’s operation. Mrs. Carrel was 
present but the Colonel’s wife did 
not attend the demonstration. 

Dr. Carrel started the explana- 
tion of the apparatus with a short 
lecture outlining modern cell study. 
He admitted much _ exploratory 
work was yet to be done. 

Nourishment of the cell, he 
stated, was among the things that 
science did not know, but with the 
apparatus which he and the 
Colonel have developed, “we have 
something very important for the 
study of the question of how to 
keep cells alive. 

“Thanks to modern physiology 
we now understand how cells build 
up living matter.” 

In the first groups of scientists 
to watch the demonstration were 
the Frenchmen, E. Faure-Fremiet 
and Albert Policard. Each of the 
groups remained about 15 minutes. 
The Colonel showed his usual mod- 
esty in explaining his part in the 
experiment. 


Lindbergh became a scientist by 
the “back door” route, and today’s 
exhibition at Copenhagen marked 
his first public appearance in the 
role. 

Returning from a trail-blazing 
flight to Central America, he 
turned from his course to fly in- 
land over Yucatan. He saw the 
ruins of a temple half buried in 
the jungle. Back in Washington, 
he reported the find to the Smith- 
sonian Institution and sought a 
book on Yucatan archeology. 

The request led to his entrance 
into the world of science. Referred 
to the Carnegie Institution of 


'“in the field.” 
With increasing interest, 
Natural History in New York and 
gained permission to conduct ex- 
periments in the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Reserach. 
Lindbergh went there late in 
1930. He became interested in one 
of the most fascinating motors of 
science. This was a “perfusion ap- 
paratus,” designed to imitate some 
functions of the living heart. This 
mechanical heart required moving 
parts to drive “artificial blood.”

the parts have been completely in- 
sulated against outside infection. 
Scientists had worked on the prob- 
lem since 1812. 

In five years, scientific publica- 
tions state, he made five glass 
hearts. Only the first and last 
were described. The first took its 
motive power from being rocked 
with a motion resembling the twirl 
of a roman candle, 

The fifth used compressed air. 
The air drives a piston of oil. The 
oil in turn forces gases to drive 
artificial blood in and out of two 
connected chambers of glass. In 
some superficial structural aspects 
the Lindbergh glass heart resem- 
bles a real heart.

Howe was killed while Sheriff 
Couch and other officers were Mov- 
ing him from jail to the courthouse 
for appearance before Superior 
Judge J. R. Hutchens.

| Milton Shubert did not spare ex- 


pense and he gave Kelly a free 
hand when it came to designing 
dresses for the stars and the chorus. 


All that brought about Shubert’'s 
retirement from the Park but it 
did a lot to establish his designer 
as a man of artistic ideas. 
Orry-Kelly has had a rather sur- 
prising career and, at times, a dis- 
tinctly"amusing one. Personally he 
doesn't like that word because once, 
when he designed some rather dif- 
ferent looking gowns they were re- 
ferred to as “amusing.” According 
to him a dress may be beautiful or 
ugly, but never never amusing. So 


| it is woe to the star, no matter how 


important she may be who calls 
one Of his creations “an amusing 
little number.” 

Born in Kiama, Australia, 37 
years ago, Orry-Kelly is of Irish 
descent. His father was born on 
the Isle of Man, where, the stylist 
says, “99 out of every 100 persons 
are named Kelly; my father didn't 
happen to be the exception.” 

Orry-Kelly’s family, during his 
boyhood, had great hopes that their 
son would become a doctor, 

“But I couldn’t pass the prelim- 
inary examinations,” he says serene- 
ly, “so then they decided that I’d 
be a banker! Well, my father had 
some influence, so when I was 19, 
he actually got me a job in a bank 
in Sydney. It lasted just eight 
months, and when I resigned—un- 
der pressure—they gave me as a 
farewell gift a set of razors and not 
safety razors, either.
